KNEW BIBLE WELL

Professor Takes Issue With
Those Who Slight Poet’s
Biblical Acquaintance.

Allan Poe that no work needed the
Influence of the HBible more than his,
and that none showed such a woeful
lack of scriptural touches, bul I shall
have to disagree with any such pro-
nouncement. [ have personaliy gone
over wlmostl everything that Poe wrote,
and while I cannot glve figures until
I complete the work, 1 can say that
that are literally hundreds of places
In Poe's poetry and pross where he
shows the results of a close study of
the Blole™

Bo spoke Dr. W W Forrest, of the
University of Virginia, on “Literary
influence of the English Bible,” at the
John Marshall High school last night
in the first of a seriea of extension lec-
tures which will be glven Iin Richmond
thls winter, by members of the Unl-
versity of Virginla faculty. Dr. For-
rest polnted out Foe's on “Shadows”
as a concrete example of a composition
from his pen showing the !nffluence of
Bible study.

In his lecture Dr Forrest traced
the history of the English Blble from
the days of Wyclift and Tyndale until
the present time, showlng briefly that
Wyellff gave impetus to the movsDent
for Its transiation, Tyndale, the pun-
gency of expression, and Coverdale the
form of language.

He pointead out various writers on
whom Its influences is readily per-
ceptibie. In closing, he recounted =
number of ways In which Bible read-
ing would benefit the person who
writes English to-day. In this con-
nection he alluded to the quality of
brevity which he sald was lacking
rom modern compositlons.
